H & B. American Corpo- 
tlon has acquired an 80% 
interest, with an option on 
the remaining 20% in lUudi- 
ant Cable Systems, Inc., of 
Portland, Oregon, it was an¬ 
nounced this week by Wil¬ 
liam M. Jennings, board 
chairman. Radiant has a 
franchise to operate at CATV 
system in Mutnomah Coun¬ 
ty adjacent to Portland. 

Charles M. Trimble'execu¬ 
tive vice president of H & B 
American, the country’s 
largest CATV operator, stat¬ 
ed that construction would 
begin immediately and that 
within two years the 300 
cable miles of plant would 
serve about 15,000 subscrib¬ 
ers. Construction costs will 
exceed one miliion dollars, 
and will be financed by long 
term debt. 

Mr. Jennings stated that 
this is the first step In a 
major expansion program 
which was recently initiated 
with a view to H & B ob¬ 
taining a minimum of 50,000 
additional subscribers in the 
near future. At the present 
time H & B has in excess of 
108,000 subscribers. 

H & B recently announced 
they had agreed to purchase 
radio station KNEZ in Lom¬ 
poc, California, and had 
filed an application to ob¬ 
tain the license to operate 
a UHF TV station in Du¬ 
buque, Iowa. H & B present¬ 
ly has CATV systems in both 
of those communities.

February 20, 1958 

The monthly police report 
here, released yesterday by 
Chief Gordon McMillan, 
points to Sierra Madre as 
a reasonabily law - abiding 
city with good police protec¬ 
tion.
